Dole Raps Kerry’s War Claims 


CRAWFORD, TEXAS I Former Republican Sen. 
Bob Dole suggested Sunday that John Kerry 
apologize for past testimony before Congress 
about alleged atrocities during the Vietnam 
War and joined critics of the Democratic presi- 
dential candidate who say he received an early 
exit from combat for “superficial wounds.” 

Dole, whose World War II wounds left 
him without the use of his right arm, also 
called on Kerry to release all the records of 
his service in Vietnam. 

Dole told CNN’s “Late Edition” that Kerry 
may have himself to blame for recent polls 


showing him losing support among veterans. 

“One day he’s saying that we were shoot- 
ing civilians, cutting off their ears, cutting off 
their heads, throwing away his medals or his 
ribbons,” Dole said. “The next day he’s stand- 
ing there, 1 want to be president because I’m a 
Vietnam veteran.’ Maybe he should apologize to 
all the other 2.5 million veterans who served.” 

Kerry campaign spokesman Chad Clanton 
said: “It’s unfortunate that Senator Dole is 
making statements that official U.S. Navy 
records prove false. This is partisan politics, 
not the truth.” pete yost (ap)

Senate Republieans weigh 
broad intelligence overhaul 

WASHINGTON! Senate Intelligence Committee 
Republicans on Sunday proposed removing 
the nation’s largest intelligence -gathering 
operations from the CIA and the Pentagon 
and putting them directly under a new 
national intelligence director. 

Appearing on CBS’ “Face the Nation,” Sen. 
Pat Roberts, R-Kan., the committee chairman, 
unveiled the most sweeping intelligence reor- 
ganization proposal offered by anyone since the 
Sept. 11 commission called 
for major changes. 

Calling the proposal 
“very different and very 
bold,” Roberts acknowl- 
edged that full details of the 
plan, which has the support 
of eight GOP members of 
the intelligence committee, 
had yet to be shared with either the White 
House or with Senate Democrats. 

The commission that investigated the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks called for a 
powerful national intelligence director who 
could force the nation’s many agencies to 
cooperate. Up to now the debate has focused 
on how much power to give that official rath- 
er than on retooling agencies. 

Roberts’ plan would put the CIA’s three 
main directorates — Operations, which runs 
intelligence collection and covert actions; 
Intelligence, which analyzes intelligence 
reports; and Science and Technology — into 
three new, separate and renamed agencies, 
each reporting to a separate assistant nation- 
al intelligence director. It also would remove 
three of the largest intelligence agencies from 
the Pentagon, michael j. sniffen (ap)

Kraft Ordering Up Healthier Snacks 


Food giant turns to 
diet-conscious products 
amid recent sales skid 

NORTHFIELD, ILL. | These are the 
times that try cookie makers’ 
sales. 

A diet heavy on Oreos, macaroni 
and cheese, Oscar Mayer hot dogs 
and Philadelphia Cream Cheese, 
washed down by Maxwell House 
coffee and Kool-Aid, has fattened 
the bottom line for years at Kraft 
Foods Inc. But an eating revolu- 
tion that has Americans seeking 
out healthier food, or at least try- 


ing to consume less, has forced the 
United States’ largest food manu- 
facturer to rethink the way it mar- 
kets its products and begin reshuf- 
fling its lineup. 

Growing obesity, the popularity 
of low- carbohydrate diets and wor- 
ries about potentially artery- clog- 
ging trans fats all have combined 
to hurt sales at the company, not 
unlike the plight of other packaged- 
food makers. Kraft’s Oreos, a long- 
time icon of snackdom, have fairly 
or unfairly become the bad poster 
child for trans fats and Atkins and 
South Beach diet devotees. 

Kraft’s push for healthier or diet- 


oriented food began last year when 
it moved to reduce the fat content 
in 200 products, cap portions for 
single -serve packaged snacks and 
quit marketing snacks at school. 

Now the campaign is becoming 
more evident on U.S. supermarket 
shelves, which are being stocked 
with a variety of new snacks for 
diet- conscious shoppers. 

New products are not the only 
part of the company’s strategy. 

Kraft is also cutting 6,000 jobs 
and closing as many as 20 plants 
this year in a $1.2 billion overhaul, 
putting the savings into new mar- 
keting plans. DAVE CARPENTER (AP)

Najaf Negations, Fighting Drag On 


Revered shrine said damaged in U.S. bomb raids 


NAJAF, IRAQ I Explosions and gunfire 
shook Najaf s Old City on Sunday in 
a fierce battle between U.S. forces 
and Shiite militants, as negotiations 
dragged on for the handover of the 
shrine that the fighters have used 
for their stronghold. 

Late Sunday, U.S. warplanes and 
helicopters attacked positions in the 
Old City for the second night with 
bombs and gunfire, witnesses said. 
Militant leaders said the Imam Ali 
Shrine compound’s outer walls were 
damaged in the attacks. 

The U.S. military, which has 
been careful to avoid damaging 
the compound, said it fired on sites 
south of the shrine, where militants 
were shooting from, and did not hit 
the compound wall. 

Sunday’s clashes in Najaf 


appeared more intense than in 
recent days as U.S. forces sealed off 
the Old City. But Iraqi government 
officials counseled patience, saying 
they intended to resolve the crisis 
without raiding the shrine, one of 
Shia Islam’s holiest sites. 

Senior government officials said 
last week an Iraqi force was pre- 
paring to raid the shrine within 
hours to expel the militants loyal 
to radical Shiite cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr, but interim Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi quickly backed off 
that threat. 

Such an operation would anger 
Shiites across the country and could 
turn them against the new govern- 
ment as it tries to gain legitimacy 
and tackle a 16 -month- old insur- 
gency.

Captors Release 
U.S. Journalist 
Kidnapped in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. journalist 
Micah Garen, who was kidnapped 
in Iraq more than a week ago, was 
released Sunday in the southern 
city of Nasiriyah. Garen spoke to 
Al-Jazeera television, confirming 
his release. 

Garen was interviewed by tele- 
phone by the station moments after 
an aide to Shiite cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr said he had been released. 

On Thursday, the kidnappers 
released a video of Garen surround- 
ed by armed, masked gunmen and 
threatened to kill him if U.S. troops 
did not leave Najaf, where they had 
been battling al- Sadr’s militia, with- 
in 48 hours. 

Garen and his Iraqi translator, 
Amir Doushi, were taken from a 
market in Nasiriyah on Aug. 13. (ap)

BANGLADESH 

Mob Sets Train on Fire to 
Protest Attack on Rally 

An angry mob set fire to a passenger 
train and protesters clashed with 
police across Bangladesh on Sunday, 
leaving dozens of people injured, as 
violence spread a day after a gre- 
nade attack on an opposition rally 
killed 19 people and wounded hun- 
dreds. The violence came amid anger 
over Saturday’s attack outside the 
opposition Awami League party’s 
headquarters in Dhaka, which allies 
claimed was an attempt to kill the 
party’s leader Sheikh Hasina. (ap) 


Armed Robbers 
Swipe ‘Scream’ 


Famous Munch work 
stolen at gunpoint from 
museum in Norway 

OSLO, NORWAY | Armed, masked 
thieves burst into a lightly guarded 
Oslo museum Sunday and snatched 
the Edvard Munch masterpiece 
“The Scream” and a second Munch 
painting from the walls as stunned 
visitors watched in shock. 

It was the second time in a 
decade that a version of the iconic 
“Scream” had been stolen from an 
Oslo museum. 

The thieves, who fled by car, 
also grabbed “Madonna,” another 
priceless painting that along with 
“Scream” is part of Munch’s “Frieze 
of Life” series painted in 1893-94, 
depicting themes of sickness, death, 
anxiety and love. 

The thieves, wearing black 
masks, threatened an employee of 



the Munch Museum with ahandgun 
before grabbing the paintings, eas- 
ily snapping the wires that attached 
them to the wall, witnesses said. 

Police spokeswoman Hilde 
Walsoe told AP that no one was 
injured during the robbery and 
that police had found the escape 
car — an Audi A6 — and frag- 
ments of the paintings’ frames.

The 
plane took off from a military base 
in Orchila Island 110 miles north of 
Caracas on Saturday afternoon, and 
was headed to an air force base in 
Maracay, 40 miles west of Caracas, 
the air force rescue team said in a 
statement. Officials did not say what 
caused the accident, (ap) 


Honduras On Alert After al Qaeda Tip 


TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS | Hon- 
duras tightened security at foreign 
embassies and declared a nation- 
al terror alert after receiving infor- 
mation that al Qaeda was trying to 
recruit Hondurans to attack embas- 
sies of the United States, Britain, 


Spain and El Salvador, a govern- 
ment official said Sunday. 

The heightened security was 
implemented three days ago after 
officials received reports of a plan 
allegedly targeting those countries’ 
embassies here and abroad. Security 


Minister Oscar Alvarez said. 

The purported al Qaeda plot 
was directly linked to the war 
in Iraq, which is why it targeted 
the United States, Britain and El 
Salvador, Alvarez said. However, it 
was unclear why Spain was targeted 
since Madrid pulled its troops out 
of Iraq earlier this year, (ap)

Reduction of fighters 
in Darfur conies ahead 
of peace talks Monday 

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I In a goodwill 
gesture on the eve of peace talks, 
Sudan said Sunday it would reduce 
paramilitary forces in Darfur by 30 
percent to try to ease tensions in 
the western region, where an 18- 
month conflict has killed an esti- 
mated 30,000 people. 

The reduction of the volunteer 
force was ordered to build confi- 
dence ahead of African Union- 
sponsored peace talks starting 
Monday in Nigeria between gov- 
ernment officials and two African 
rebel groups, said Sudan’s state 
minister for interior affairs, Ahmed 
Mohamed Haroon. 

Also, Nigerian President 
Olusegun Obasanjo, who also 
is chairman of the AU, said the 
organization should work with 
the Sudanese government to dis- 
arm the rebels. The AU is sending 


300 troops to help protect monitors 
observing a little -respected cease- 
fire hammered out in April talks 
hosted by neighboring Chad. 

It is unclear how many paramili- 
tary forces operate in Darfur, but 
it is believed the reduction would 
amount to at least 18,000 paramili- 


tary fighters. 

On Saturday, Sudan’s government 
signed an agreement with the UN. 
migration agency to ensure that more 
than 1 million people displaced by 
the Darfur violence can voluntari- 
ly return home — but cannot be 
forced to do so. mohamed osman (ap)

The midnight sun shines for Sahara Hotnights 


NEXT BIG THINGS I Sahara Hotnights’ 
blend of punk-inspired guitar riffs 
and frenetic rhythms manifest the 
rawer version of rock being produced 
in this Scandinavian country. 

Success has been a measured 
climb for the band, which formed 
in 1994, from the first singles 
released on a local label to inter- 
national success. 

Success also came during the 


new Swedish musical renais- 
sance, when bands such as the Hives 
started gaining international fame 
and the Cardigans re -exerted their 
influence — all of which challenged 
the perception of Swedish music as 
nothing more than bright pop jan- 
gles a la ABBA or the A-Teens. 

By 2003, the quartet — guitar- 
ist-vocalist Maria Andersson, bassist 
Johanna Asplund, guitarist Jennie 


Asplund and drummer Josephine 
Forsman — from Robertsfors in 
northern Sweden had logged months 
of touring across Europe and play- 
ing the major festivals, including 
Roskilde, and released the critical- 
ly lauded “Jennie Bomb.” 

They also visited the United 
States, playing at CBGBs, the sem- 
inal music club along the Bowery 
in New York — the club where the 
Ramones, Television, the Voidoids 
and Talking Heads, among others. 


created American punk. 

The Swedish government picked 
up the tab to send the band, along 
with other groups, to play the 
venue. 

“That was our paid ticket to 
America,” bassist Asplund said. 

“Yeah, we got upgraded on the 
plane, too,” added Andersson. 

Asplund said the tour exposed 
new Swedish bands to a wider 
audience, but added it was mostly 
Swedish journalists abroad who 
attended, not the American music 
media. 

“What’s the point of going to the 
States to play when the Swedish 
media has more reporters there 
from Sweden than America?” she 
asked. 

The sojourn paid off, though, 
with Rolling Stone naming them 
one of its “10 great new bands” and 
mainstream music media in Britain 
and the United States fawning over 
the band’s 1970s-inspired punk 
sounds that evoke the Ramones, 
Blondie and the Clash. 

Thanks in part to that adula- 
tion, the band recently completed 
a second U.S. tour to promote its 
new album, “Kiss & Tell.” 

Andersson said Sahara Hotnights 
is eager to bring its music to a wider 
audience, but she stressed the band 
is more concerned about falling into 
the trap of those groups that try to 
please everybody. 

“You can hear that they try too 
hard to please people with the sound 
and we’ve never been into that,” she

Shun This Evil 


F I L M I If there was any life left in the 
Satanic franchise, director Renny 
Harlin has snuffed it with “Exorcist: 
The Beginning,” a cinematic abom- 
ination that’s about as bad as you 
could possibly imagine a prequel to 
“The Exorcist” might be. 

Three -fourths of the movie is 
boring as sin, the other quarter is 
loud, crude and awash in repugnant 
imagery. There are no true scares, 
only clatter, commotion, guts and 
gore. Often, what happens on screen 
is almost dreamlike in its incom- 
prehensibility. 

The Story — the priest of “The 


Exorcist” as a younger man in his 
first encounter with Satan — holds 
no intrigue compared to the movie’s 
behind-the-scenes tale. 

Launched after “The Exorcist” 
reissue proved a hit, the prequel 
seemed cursed. Original director 
John Frankenheimer left the proj- 
ect and died shortly thereafter, and 
Star Liam Neeson quit. 

Stellan Skarsgard replaced 
Neeson, with Paul Schrader 
directing, but the producers didn’t 
think the movie he made was scary 
enough.

REINCARNATION I “Simpsons” boxed 
sets? “Friends”? “Sex and the City”? 
Naturally. But what about NBC’s 
failed comedy “Lateline ” a parody 
of late-night news that featured real 
Washington politicos in cameos? 

When the series netted miser- 
able ratings in its 12 -episode life 
span in 1999, the show’s star, co- 
creator and co- executive producer, 
A1 Franken, didn’t need to be told 
it wasn’t coming back. 

Turns out it wasn’t over for 


“Lateline.” On Tuesday, Paramount 
Home Video is releasing the com- 
plete series — including seven epi- 
sodes that never aired — in a three - 
disc boxed set. 

It’s just one example of a surpris- 
ingly strong stream of this business: 
underachieving shows that find new 
life on DVDs. 

Universal has sold more than 
150,000 copies, at $119 apiece, 
of the 1978-’80 series “Battlestar 
Galactica,” which aired just 24 epi- 


sodes on ABC. The Season 1 collec- 
tion of “Sledge Hammer!,” which 
staggered through a 41- episode run 
in the late ’80s, has sales approach- 
ing 100,000 copies, for about $30 
apiece. 

It may just be network pro- 
grammers’ itchy trigger finger 
that spurred this TV-on-DVD 
torrent. Shows often get pulled 
off the air just at the point when 
they’re entering the consciousness 
of many viewers.

While the all-time bestselling 
TV collection is Season 1 of “The 
Simpsons,” No. 2 is the first season 
of a far-less -successful Fox series:

That persuaded Fox to 
order fresh episodes of the Seth 
MacFarlane- created animated 
series for the 2005 season. 

Research by several studios has 
shown that consumers are drawn 
to TV DVDs because they’re 
commercial-free, they make 
it easy to watch as many epi- 
sodes as you choose, and because 
they’re a new form of collectible.
